SYNOPSIS 


FIRST ACT: A mill in the mountains. Grandma Buryovka takes 
care of the mill and its household together with her grandson 
Steva and her grandson Laca. Drunkard Steva takes 
after his father;: squanders money freely and seduces his girl- 
cousin Jenufa. Jenufa, an expectant mother, suffers greatly, but 
she loves Steva all the same. But he is in no hurry to marry 
Jenufa, notwithstanding the fact that he hadn’t been enlisted in 
the army and therefore was free to marry. Laca is unaware of all 
this and in desperate jealousy disfigures Jenufa’s face with a pen- 
knife to render her marriage with Steva impossible. 


SECOND ACT: Kostelnicka's (Sextoness's) room. — Poor Jenufa 
is obliged to leave the mill for home and after four months gives 
birth to a baby boy. Her stepmother Kostelnicka, suffering no less 
than Jenufa herself, summons Steva and tries to compel him to 
marry the wretched girl. Cured of his love, practical Steva 
briskly refuses as he intends to get married to Karolka a mayor's 
daughter. However, the good boy Laca proposes to Jenufa. Having 
learnt Jenufa's secret and tragedy he is terrified and hesitates to 
marry the unhappy mother of an illegal child. To make the mar- 
riage easier for them, Kostelnicka kills the child in secret making 
the couple believe that the poor baby died and was buried. 


THIRD ACT: At Kostelnicka's house. Two months later two 
weddings take place simultaneously: Laca's with Jenufa and 
Steva's with Karolka. Shortly before the wedding ceremony 

people discover a dead baby under the ice of a frozen stream. 
Jenufa recognises it and accuses Steva of being the father of her 
child. Steva's wedding is not realised. Kostelnicka admits having 
murdered the child, surrenders and is taken to court to answer 
for her terrible deed. It is only now that Jenufa feels her real love 
for Laca and both become betrothed to start a new life.
